After  nearly  three  hours  of 
public  comment  last  Wednesday 
night  in  the  Harrison  County 
Schools  administrative  office, 
the  school  board  approved  the 
administration’s  request  for  a 
four  percent  revenue  increase 
in  its  local  tax  rate. 

The  increase  from  45.3  cents 
to  47.1  cents  will  raise  school 
revenues  by  approximately 
$180,000  and  impose  an  addi¬ 
tional  $20  on  property  taxes  for 
every  $100,000  of  assessed  value. 

The  Harrison  County  School 
Board  has  raised  its  rates  to  the 
maximum  of  four  percent  rev¬ 


enues  for  the  last  three  consecu¬ 
tive  years.  The  public  meeting 
is  required  when  a  taxing  dis¬ 
trict  proposes  to  raise  revenues 
above  the  compensating  rate. 

The  public  meeting  last  week 
attracted  a  crowd  of  approxi¬ 
mately  70  people  including 
several  dozen  school  district 
employees  and  leaders. 

Before  comments  were 
opened  to  the  public,  Julie 
Asher,  finance  director  for 
Harrison  County  Schools,  out¬ 
lined  the  2014  budget  proposal, 
including  the  school’s  planned 
spending  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 

Amid  some  technical  dif¬ 


ficulty  with  the  public  address 
system  and  revenue  tables 
broadcast  by  television  monitor, 
Asher  explained  that  the  state’s 
compensating  rate  for  Harrison 
County  would  add  only  $15,855 
in  revenues. 

However,  that  increase  would 
not  cover  many  of  the  school’s 
anticipated  costs  for  the  2014-15 
fiscal  year,  Asher  said.  She  went 
on  to  say  that  the  Harrison 
School  district  has  one  of  the 
lowest  tax  rates  compared  to 
most  of  the  school  districts  in 
the  surrounding  area. 

In  fact,  she  said,  Harrison 
is  in  the  lowest  third,  137,  of 


all  173  school  districts  in  the 
state  with  regard  to  its  local  tax 
rates. 

The  funding  formula  for 
schools  in  the  state  is  not  favor¬ 
able  to  Harrison  County,  she 
argued. 

“We  sit  at  in  the  middle 
position  between  Kentucky’s 
wealthiest  and  poorest  coun¬ 
ties,”  she  said.  There  are  just 
enough  resources  that  keep 
Harrison  from  qualifying  for 
additional  supports  and  assis¬ 
tance.  But  there  has  been  practi¬ 
cally  zero  population  growth  or 
increases  in  property  values,

Children’s  Classic  to  be  presented  on  Robs  stage 
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Charlotte’s

Web  is  more  than  a  production  for  kids

By  all  accounts,  Charlotte’s 
Web,  the  upcoming  produc¬ 
tion  from  the  Rohs  Theater 
Company,  should  be  “some 
play.” 

But  theater  goers  should 
not  mistake  the  production 
of  this  classic  story  as  “chil¬ 
dren’s  theater,”  said  Shelley 
Slade,  the  play’s  director. 

Charlotte’s  Web  has  been 
an  enduring  story  because  it 
appeals  to  adults  as  well  as 
children.  Particularly  among 
people  who  are  familiar  with 
growing  up  in  small  towns, 
she  added. 

Many  people  are  already 


familiar  with  the  story.  It  is 
a  staple  of  most  elementary 
education  classrooms,  even 
60  years  after  it  was  origi¬ 
nally  published. 

But  teaching  it  in  class¬ 
rooms  today  is  as  much  a 
lesson  in  history  as  it  is  a 
resource  to  teach  children  to 
read. 

“In  the  book,  Fern’s 
brother,  Avery,  goes  to  school 
carrying  a  slingshot  and  a 
wooden  toy  gun.  The  chil¬ 
dren  can’t  believe  he  gets 
away  with  doing  that,”  Slade 
said.  “It  has  given  us  [teach¬ 
ers]  a  chance  to  teach  our 
kids  about  small  town  life 


back  in  the  1950s.” 

Because  of  its  value  in 
education,  the  Rohs  Theater 
Company  recently  held  a  “Go 
Fund  Me”  campaign  to  raise 
money  for  elementary  school 
children  to  attend  a  special 
showing  of  the  play. 

The  theater  company 
extends  a  special  thank  you 
to  Farmers  National  Bank 
for  its  donation  that  will 
bring  a  free  production  of 
the  play  to  all  second  and 
third  grade  students  in 
Harrison  County. 

The  play  is  arguably  the 
most  ambitious  production

One  of  the  bills  will 
provide  $1.2  million  in 
funding  that  will  enable 
food  banks  to  purchase 
surplus  produce  from 
farmers  that  will,  in 
turn,  be  provided  free 
of  charge  to  needy 
Kentucky  families, 
Beshear  said. 

The  other  bill  will 
allow  farmers  to  remove 
wildlife  from  farms 
if  they  are  damaging 
crops. 

Basically,  he 
explained,  farmers  can 
protect  their  crops  from 
damage  by  grazing  deer, 
even  outside  of  hunting 
season. 

But  instead  of  letting 
the  meat  go  to  waste, 
farmers  may  donate  the 
wildlife  to  butchers  for 
processing  and  distribu¬ 
tion  to  families  through 
local  food  banks.

yet  attempted  on  the 
Rohs  Opera  House  stage, 
Slade  said.

Public  weigh-in  should  be  taken  seriously 


Almost  three  weeks 
before  the  public  meet¬ 
ing  on  the  school’s 
proposed  budget  last 
Wednesday,  I  was  at 
the  Harrison  County 
schools  central  office 
with  Superintendent 
Andy  Dotson,  Assistant 
Superintendent  David 
Case  and  Finance 
Director  Julie  Asher  tak¬ 
ing  notes  concerning  the 
budget  proposal  for  the 
2013-14  school  year. 

I’m  certain  that  details 
of  the  proposal  had 
already  been  shared  with 
members  of  the  Harrison 
County  School  Board. 

That’s  to  be  expected. 

The  discussion  we  had  covered  many  of 
the  same  points  that  Asher  stated  in  her 
opening  presentation  at  the  public  meeting. 

One  can  nitpick  the  presentation.  The  pub¬ 
lic  address  system  had  technical  difficulties, 
the  charts  Asher  referenced  on  the  televi¬ 
sion  monitor  were  dim  and  out  of  focus. 

But  in  the  year  in  which  I  have  covered 
the  school,  I  do  not  doubt  about  the  ability 
and  competence  of  the  school  administra¬ 
tion  to  present  and  defend  its  annual  budget 
proposal,  regardless  of  its  popularity  with 
the  public. 

Furthermore,  I  have  little  trouble  with 
school  employees,  who  also  happen  to  be 
county  property  owners,  lending  their  voic¬ 
es  of  support  to  that  budget. 

But  I  did  have  a  problem  with  the  second 
opening  presentation  that  evening  when 
School  Board  Chair  Kristy  Carey  took  the 
podium  and  presented  arguments  in  defense 
of  the  administration’s  proposal  before  any¬ 
one  else  had  a  chance  to  speak. 

While  it’s  good  to  know  that  the  school 
board  trusts  and  supports  Dotson’s  leader¬ 
ship,  it  is  not  the  board’s  role  in  a  public 
hearing  to  contribute  to  the  administra¬ 
tion’s  arguments. 

That’s  like  a  jury  foreman  making  the 
prosecution’s  closing  argument  at  the  end 
of  a  lawsuit. 

Carey  may  have  been  well  within  her  right 
to  make  that  presentation,  and  I  doubt  that 
the  administration  had  any  objection,  but  it 
was  not  appropriate  in  the  context  of  this 
meeting. 


Board  members,  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that 
they  are  in  elected  positions,  have  an  implic¬ 
it  obligation  —  at  these  meetings  especially 
—  to  avoid  even  the  appearence  of  bias. 

It  is  critical  that  they  project  a  sense,  at 
least,  that  they  are  listening  to  the  objec¬ 
tions  of  voters. 

Otherwise,  they  give  a  strong  foundation 
to  the  criticism  voiced  by  more  than  one 
person  that  evening  that  there  is  a  lack  of 
transparency  between  the  board  and  the 
community. 

It  fosters  an  adversarial  relationship 
where  none  should  exist. 

Rather  than  the  board  chair  making  those 
opening  comments,  they  would  have  been 
better  coming  from  Dotson  himself.  And 
for  appearences  sake,  and  out  of  respect  for 
the  position  of  the  board  as  arbiter  between 
the  administration  and  the  public,  it  would 
have  been  wise  that  he  not  have  taken  his 
traditional  seat  among  the  board  members 
at  the  meeting. 

Hindsight,  however,  is  20/20. 

The  final  comments  by  the  board  I  have 
less  trouble  criticizing.  One  hopes,  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  “due  diligence”  that  Ed  Taylor 
declared  had  already  been  done  by  the  board 


included  input  from  vot¬ 
ers  in  their  respective 
precincts. 

Had  I  a  stake  in  the 
debate,  however,  I  would 
have  argued  that  insur¬ 
ance  coverage  to  all  stu¬ 
dents  probably  should  be 
“on  the  table.” 

It’s  a  nice  gesture  to 
provide  that  coverage, 
worthy  of  applause,  espe¬ 
cially  when  families  had 
few  alternatives  for  insur¬ 
ance  coverage. 

But  health  insur¬ 
ance  coverage  is  the  law 
now  and  Kentucky  has 
KYNECT,  the  on-line 
health  insurance  mar¬ 
ketplace  for  low  income  families.  Unlike 
the  debacle  at  the  federal  level,  KYNECT 
launched  successfully  last  October. 

Open  enrollment  begins  on  Nov.  15.  The 
school’s  efforts  may  be  best  used  toward 
sponsoring  a  weekend  to  help  eligible  fami¬ 
lies  buy  affordable  health  plans  based  on 
their  income  rather  than  paying  a  high  pre¬ 
mium  insurance  plan  for  every  student. 

That  being  said,  I’m  not  critical  of  the 
final  result. 

Where  there  is  a  taxing  district,  there  will 
come  a  time  when  a  board  will  vote  to  raise 
them.  And  for  segments  of  the  population, 
that  vote  will  never  be  popular. 

Over  the  year  I  have  become  familiar 
with  Dotson’s  leadership  and  the  school’s 
administration.  The  central  office  is  blessed 
to  have  very  bright  people  who  care  deeply 
about  the  success  of  the  school  system  and 
a  vision  for  its  continued  progress. 

A  clear  sign  of  good  leadership  are  people 
with  a  vision.  I  believe  Harrison  County 
Schools  has  such  leadership. 

But  there  is  another  aspect  to  that  equa¬ 
tion.  People  with  vision  must  be  tempered 
by  a  board  concerned  with  the  organiza¬ 
tion’s  financial  health. 

There  is  a  critical  balance  that  needs  to  be 
achieved  between  the  vision  and  the  practi¬ 
cal  means  to  achieve  it. 

For  me,  that  is  an  essential  function  of  the 
school  board:  to  provide  that  level  of  over¬ 
sight  and  to  convey  to  its  stakeholders  that 
proper  care  is  being  taken  to  ensure  that  the 
vision  does  not  reach  beyond  its  means.

Tax  increase  needs  more  specifics 

To  the  editor: 

As  a  relatively  recent  resident  of  Harrison  County, 
I  attended  yesterday’s  (10  Sep)  School  Board  meeting 
with  great  interest.  While  unfortunately  I  could  not 
stay  for  the  entire  meeting,  I  was  very  impressed  at 
the  strong  turnout  representing  an  engaged  com¬ 
munity 

My  wife  and  I  have  three  children  in  the  Harrison 
County  Schools,  so  we  have  a  strong  interest  in  how 
the  schools  are  resourced  and,  as  taxpayers,  how 
effectively  those  resources  are  utilized  and  wheth¬ 
er  the  board  effectively  sought  alternatives  to  tax 
increases  to  accomplish  their  mission. 

That  is  where  I  believe  there  is  concern  in  the  com¬ 
munity.  To  many,  it  feels  as  if  the  full  tax  increase  is 
assumed,  with  little  to  no  attempt  to  identify  viable 
alternatives  and  with  little  acknowledgement  of  the 
impact  on  the  community  as  a  whole,  particularly 
those  with  few  resources. 

The  finance  presentation  did  an  excellent  job  out¬ 
lining  the  overall  spending  by  the  School  System 
and  in  my  opinion  did  a  good  job  illustrating  that  by 
comparative  metrics  with  the  state  as  a  whole  the 
Harrison  County  Schools  are  getting  value  for  the 
level  of  taxation  levied.  That  said,  it  still  provided 
information  at  too  macro  of  a  level. 

There  was  no  articulation  of  which  specific  pro¬ 
grams  or  activities  would  be  reduced  depending  in 
the  taxation  level  chosen:  base,  compensating  or  the 
taxes  increased  4%.  I  think  that  information  is  what 
is  owed  to  the  community;  I  know  it  was  what  I  was 
looking  for. 

I  managed  budgets  for  the  U.S.  Air  Force  over  my 
22  year  career  and  I  know  I  owed  my  leadership  that 
kind  of  information.  I  could  not  approach  them  with 
a  general  statement  regarding  what  the  program 
spends  resources  on  and  then  say  “by  the  way  I  need 
more  money.”  I  had  to  present  what  specific  activi¬ 
ties  would  be  curtailed  without  additional  resources. 
If  I  didn’t  present  these  elements,  there  was  no  way  I 
would  get  those  resources. 

I  have  to  have  an  understanding  of  the  tradeoffs 
my  board  members  was  faced  within  that  vote.  We 
don’t  need  a  litany  of  the  entire  school  budget,  but 
we  did  need  a  summary  of  those  specific  elements 
affected  by  the  different  resource  levels. 

That  is  the  only  way  I  as  a  voter  can  hold  my  Board 
member  accountable  for  decisions  he  makes.  That 
information  should  have  been  available  at  the  finger- 
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tips  of  any  board 
member,  otherwise  they  are  not  making  decision 
based  on  real  trade-offs,  only  based  on  a  gut  feeling 
of  what  the  schools  “need.” 

You  may  think  from  this  letter  I  was  fundamentally 
against  the  increase,  I  was  not.  Education  is  a  key 
element  to  the  prosperity  of  the  community  and  pro¬ 
viding  quality  education  should  be  one  of  the  guiding 
principles  of  the  local  government.  I  am  fundamen¬ 
tally  against  an  increase  when  I  have  no  specificity 
of  why  the  increase  is  required,  and  there  is  where 
the  board  and  district  failed.

Costs  to  operate  the 
school  system  continue 
to  rise,  she  said,  but 
there  has  not  been  a 
corresponding  popula¬ 
tion  increase  that  would 
enable  a  compensat¬ 
ing  rate  to  cover  those 
increasing  costs,  she  said. 

On  the  heels  of  Asher’s 
presentation,  board  chair 
Kristy  Carey  addressed 
the  standing-room-only 
audience. 

She  said  that  the 
school  board  members 
do  not  seek  to  raise 
property  taxes  every  year. 
Beginning  in  the  late 
summer  when  tax  rates 
are  released  by  the  state, 
there  is  a  genuine  effort 
to  avoid  tax  increases, 
which  is  one  reason 
Harrison  County  is  in  the 
bottom  third  of  school 
district  taxing  in  the 
state. 

However,  their  decision 
to  approve  the  budget 
is  based  on  the  needs 
of  3,000  plus  Harrison 
County  School  students. 

“If  Harrison  County  is 
to  move  forward,  we  must 
have  an  educated,  career- 
ready  workforce,”  she 
said.  “As  board  members, 
our  first  priority  is  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  school  system  that 
is  safe.  We  must  also  keep 
pace  with  technologies 
and  educational  tools  that 
will  prepare  our  children 
for  careers  that  are  just 
now  being  developed.” 

Concluding  her  open¬ 
ing  statement,  the  podi¬ 
um  was  opened  for  public 
comment. 

Don  Ruberg,  attorney 
for  the  Harrison  County 
School  Board,  moderated 
the  proceedings. 

Everyone  request¬ 
ing  time  to  address  the 
school  board  was  given 
an  opportunity  to  speak. 
They  were  limited  to 
five  minutes  apiece  to 
make  a  statement,  but 
there  would  he  no  dem¬ 
onstrations  of  support  or 
disagreement  with  speak¬ 
ers.  Furthermore,  par¬ 
ticipants  were  reminded 
that  the  hearing  was  not 
a  question  and  answer 
session. 

The  podium  was 
reserved  for  statements 
only,  he  stated. 

The  majority  of  speak¬ 
ers  were  selected  in 
random  order,  Ruberg 
said,  but  the  first  few  had 
requested  to  be  placed 
first  because  of  personal 
time  constraints. 

Danny  Tolson,  who  was 
first  to  speak,  touched 
on  a  point  that  would  be 
common  among  the  bud¬ 
get  proposal’s  critics. 

Many  county  residents 
live  paycheck  to  pay- 
check,  he  said.  A  lot  of 
working  people  don’t  get 
pay  raises  every  year,  but 
the  cost  of  living  keeps 
going  up  on  them.

us  alive.  Local  commu¬ 
nity  taxes  just  adds  to  the 
burden,”  Tolson  said. 

Darwin  Root,  retired 
CEO  of  Harrison 
Memorial  Hospital 
(HMH),  expressed  con¬ 
cern  that  the  school 
board  was  not  operating 
with  transparency 

Root  was  among 
several  local  leaders 
who  sat  down  with 
Superintendent  Andy 
Dotson,  Assistant 
Superintendent  David 
Case  and  Asher  prior  to 
the  public  meeting  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  school’s  budget 
proposal. 

Roots  said  he  appreci¬ 
ated  the  board’s  difficult 
job  but  he  also  cautioned 
its  members  to  consider 
their  decision  carefully. 
“You  are  accountable  to 
the  community ...  approv¬ 
ing  this  budget  may  gain 
$180,000,  but  it  may  cost 
you  community  support,” 
he  said. 

Chuck  Duffy,  former 
CFO  of  the  hospital, 
added  his  own  critique 
of  the  budget.  He  under¬ 
stood  the  difficulty  of 
managing  the  school’s 
finances,  but  as  with  any 
efficient  operation,  if  the 
revenue  stream  sags,  cuts 
have  to  be  made. 

‘At  HMH,  our  people 
took  pay  cuts  to  get 
through.  Employees  even 
suggested  ways  to  save 
expenses,”  Duffy  said. 

He  urged  the  administra¬ 
tion  to  operate  within  its 
revenues  rather  than  levy 
taxes  every  year. 

Local  business  own¬ 
ers  Avi  Bear  and  Sonny 
Spicer  both  said  that 
taxes  were  making  it 
increasingly  difficult 
to  remain  in  business 
for  themselves.  Bear, 
who  has  served  as  a 
board  member  of  the 
Maysville  Community 
and  Technical  College 
System,  urged  board 
members  to  recognize 
that  Harrison  County 
was  still  in  hard  econom¬ 
ic  times. 

“It’s  not  just  the  cost 
of  my  property  tax. 
Businesses  have  to  cover 
the  expenses  of  running 
a  business  in  addition 
to  the  taxes  we  pay  out,” 
Bear  read  in  a  prepared 
statement.  He  urged  the 


board  to  consider  taking 
only  the  compensating 
rate. 

John  Chamberlin, 
pastor  of  Faith  Baptist 
Church,  talked  about 
local  fear  concerning 
what  the  board  can  do  to 
the  community  He  sug¬ 
gested  that  many  of  the 
school  employees  present 
at  the  public  meeting 
were  there  because  “they 
were  strongly  encouraged 
to  be  there.” 

He  also  commented 
that  there  might  have 
been  many  others  present 
to  dispute  the  budget  pro¬ 
posal,  but  that  there  was 
a  feeling  on  the  part  of 
community  members  he 
talked  too  that  protesting 
“would  do  no  good.” 

Chamberlin  expressed 
a  concern  that  the 
board’s  relationship 
with  the  community  was 
“adversarial  rather  than 
supportive.” 

Several  making  com¬ 
ments  expressed  skepti¬ 
cism  that  there  was  no 
room  in  the  existing  bud¬ 
get  to  make  cuts  of  some 
kind.  Suggestions  were 
to  purchase  cheaper  used 
school  buses  to  transport 
students,  make  tough 
choices  on  temporary 
layoffs  or  cuts  in  hourly 
employees’  time. 

School  employees  did 
make  up  the  majority  of 
Harrison  County  resi¬ 
dents  who  spoke  in  sup¬ 
port  of  the  tax  increase. 
To  a  person,  they  all 
disputed  Chamberlin’s 
accusation  of  coercion. 

Steven  Fowler,  prin¬ 
cipal  of  Southside 
Elementary  expressed 
concern  that  people  may 
be  viewing  Harrison 
County  as  if  it  existed  in 
a  bubble. 

“I  have  seen  jobs  and 
profitable  industries 
leave  this  community  We 
need  to  stop  this  cycle,” 
he  argued. 

When  times  get  more 
difficult,  investing  deeper 
into  education  is  the  first 
step  toward  halting  the 
area’s  economic  spiral 
downward,  he  said. 

Adding  their  voice  to 
his  arguments,  principals 
B.  J.  Maggard  and  John 
Hoskins  talked  about  the 
increasing  educational 
needs  of  students.

“Half  of  the  jobs  that 
our  elementary  students 
will  compete  for  have  not 
even  been  invented  yet,” 
Hoskins  said. 

Many  from  the  school 
system  testified  to  the 
personal  investments 
they  have  put  into  the 
effort  to  educate  children 
in  Harrison  County 

“I  have  seen  many  of 
our  teachers  paying  for 
supplies  out  of  their  own 
pockets.  They  pay  the  tax 
on  their  property  and 
then  add  their  own  to  the 
mix,”  commented  Jenny 
Lynn  Hatter,  supervisor 
of  instruction. 

Many  reported  that 
there  is  nothing  in  the 
school’s  budget  that  is 
wasted.  Even  with  addi¬ 
tional  revenues,  teachers 
and  administrators  are 
doing  what  they  can,  and 
giving  what  they  can,  to 
provide  students  the  best 
education  it  possible  can. 

Other  teachers  said 
that  their  dedication  to 
Harrison  County  has 
led  them  to  turn  down 
offers  for  higher  pay  at 
larger  schools.  They  did 
so  because  they  believe 
in  the  direction  that 
Harrison  County  Schools 
are  moving. 

Some  pointed  to  the 
increasing  mandates 
from  the  Kentucky 
Department  of  Education 
to  invest  in  new  and 
expensive  technology  as 
contributing  to  the  costs 
of  operating  a  school. 
Fowler  pointed  to  the 
emphasis  of  attending  to 
the  emotional  as  well  as 


the  academic  needs  of  his 
students. 

“I  don’t  have  just  one, 
but  several  students 
afflicted  with  seizure  dis¬ 
orders.  We  need  the  medi¬ 
cal  personnel  available 
to  attend  to  them  if  they 
have  an  episode.  Things 
have  changed  a  lot  since 
I  was  a  student,”  Fowler 
said. 

People  who  came  to 
comment  represented 
a  broad  range  of  ages. 
Perhaps  one  of  the  more 
poignant  comments  came 
from  Thelma  Crawford,  a 
graduate  of  the  Banneker 
School  and  worker  in  the 
Harrison  County  Senior 
Citizens  Center. 

She  said  that  she  was 
concerned  for  the  senior 
citizens  who  wait  until 
the  end  of  the  month  to 
pay  hills  because  their 
monthly  checks  just  don’t 
stretch  that  far. 

“Prices  are  just  so  sky 
high  for  everyone.  If 
you  pass  this  increase, 
we’ll  find  a  way  to  pay  it. 
But  I  am  against  it  [the 
increase],”  she  said. 

In  all,  there  were  26 
people  who  made  com¬ 
ment  in  the  hearing.  Of 
those,  the  majority  of 
speakers,  15,  were  not 
school  system  employees. 

Before  voting  in  favor 
of  the  increase,  hoard 
members  were  given  an 
opportunity  to  comment. 

Gary  Dearborn  and 
Mary  June  Brunker  read 
prepared  statements 
while  Gary  Lizer,  Ed 
Taylor  and  Carey  spoke 
candidly  about  their  deci¬ 
sion. 

To  a  person,  they  each 
stated  that  their  vote 
was  based  on  the  needs 
of  Harrison  County 
students.  They  stressed 
the  importance  that  edu¬ 
cation  plays  in  turning 
around  a  community’s 
economic  setbacks. 

Taylor  admitted  his 
mind  was  made  up  prior 
to  the  public  meeting. 

“We  have  done  our  due 
diligence  in  researching 
the  budget.  This  is  not  a 
decision  to  be  made  in 
just  one  hour.  It  takes 
weeks. 

“If  I  am  given  other 
information,  I’m  not 
above  changing  my 


mind,”  he  said,  but  he 
would  require  evidence 
before  je  would  support 
it. 

In  terms  of  a  budget, 
Taylor  said  there  were 
certain  items  that  were 
not  “on  the  table.” 

He  listed  school  safety 
particularly  the  safety  of 
school  buses.  He  would 
not  vote  to  put  children 
on  used  buses  that  may 
put  them  at  risk  or  com¬ 
promise  their  well-being 
at  the  very  least. 

“Our  old  buses  are 
stripped  down  and  used 
for  parts.  Nothing  goes  to 
waste,”  Taylor  said. 

The  board  long  ago 
agreed  to  provide  school 
supplies  to  every  child 
in  the  schools.  It’s  a  good 
program  and  it’s  some¬ 
thing  that  should  con¬ 
tinue,  Taylor  argued. 

The  hoard  also  foots  the 
bill  for  insurance  cover¬ 
age  on  all  students,  not 
just  the  athletes,  Taylor 
said.  “For  some  families, 
that  may  be  their  only 
insurance.  It’s  an  expense 
I  think  we  need  to  main¬ 
tain.” 

Concluding  the  eve¬ 
ning,  Dotson  addressed 
the  concern  that  the 
board  and  administration 
acted  without  transpar¬ 
ency 

“I  have  never  shied 
away  from  meeting  any¬ 
one  and  talking  about  the 
school’s  budget  or  any 
of  the  concerns  people 
have,”  Dotson  said. 

He  was  also  critical  of 
the  rumor  given  voice 
during  the  meeting  that 
teachers  or  school  lead¬ 
ers  were  intimidated  into 
attending  and  supporting 
the  tax  increase. 

“No  one  is  here  because 
they  were  required 
to  be  here,”  he  stated. 
“They’re  property  own¬ 
ers  and  taxpayers  with  a 
genuine  wish  to  support 
the  efforts  of  the  school 
system.” 

At  the  conclusion  of 
the  meeting,  the  board 
voted  unanimously  to 
keep  the  motor  vehicle 
tax  the  same  at  50  cents 
per  $100  and  increase 
property  tax  to  47.2  cents 
per  $100  of  assessed 
value.

All  in  all  we  have  had 
a  decent  summer  with 
reasonable  temperatures 
and  adequate  rainfall.  I 
think  the  marker  for  the 
summer  of  2014  can  go  to 
the  weeds! 

So  as  you  address  some 
fall  weeding  chores  you 
may  also  want  to  do  a 
little  preening  to  give 
some  of  your  annuals 
and  perennials  a  facelift 
for  fall. 

As  we  descend  into 
fall,  annuals  and  peren¬ 
nials  will  rebound  but 
first  we  need  to  get  rid  of 
the  old,  ragged  growth. 

Several  gardeners  have 
told  me  they  have  given 
up  on  the  season  and 
thrown  out  their  annual 
containers.  I  understand 
the  urge,  but  if  you  dead¬ 
head  spent  blooms  and 
cut  back  annuals  they 
will  put  on  new,  lush 
growth. 

A  dose  of  water-solu¬ 
ble  fertilizer  will  help 
with  growth,  color  and 
additional  bloom  sets. 

In  a  matter  of  a  couple 
of  weeks  it  will  look  like 
you  have  a  whole  new  set 
of  containers  to  enjoy. 

Herbaceous  perennials 
will  also  respond  to  some 
late  summer  pruning. 
Leave  those  coming  into 
bloom,  like  golden  rods, 
aster,  mums  and  helian- 
thus;  but  go  ahead  and 
clean  up  the  perennials 
that  have  finished  bloom-

ing  or  those  inclined  to 
repeat  bloom  throughout 
the  season. 

I  regularly  clean  up 
perennial  geraniums, 
salvias,  eryngiums,  gail- 
lardia,  knautia  and  oth¬ 
ers  so  they  continue  to 
bloom  all  summer. 

Others  simply  benefit 
from  having  diseased 
or  damaged  foliage 
removed  for  aesthetics 
in  the  garden. 

Take  note  that  I  am 
referring  to  annuals  and 
perennials  in  the  garden 
and  not  woody  shrubs 
and  trees.  I  do  not  rec¬ 
ommend  any  clean-up  of 
woodies  (unless  the  wood 
is  dead)  at  this  point,  it 
is  too  late  in  the  summer 
season  to  attend  to  these 
matters. 

Instead  I  advise  wait¬ 
ing  to  do  any  of  these 
chores  until  after  several 
hard  frosts  and  dorman¬ 
cy  has  occurred.  Pruning 
woodies  too  early  in  the 
fall  may  result  in  new 
growth  that  will  be  killed 
by  frost;  plus,  this  year 
plants  are  under  stress

due  to  drought  condi¬ 
tions  so  encouraging 
new  growth  will  only 
add  to  an  already  stress¬ 
ful  situation. 

The  traditional  hedg¬ 
ing  shrubs  like  taxus, 
boxwood  and  hollies 
should  be  left  alone  for 
now  as  well.  Wait  until 
several  hard  frosts  occur, 
then  you  can  shape  them 
up  for  winter. 

The  rush  to  mulch  is 
usually  something  we 
think  about  in  the  spring 
of  the  year  but  consider 
tackling  this  chore  now. 

A  2-inch  layer  of 
mulch,  if  it  is  not 
already  there,  will  help 
cut  down  on  weeds  and 
moderate  soil  moisture. 
Be  sure  not  to  pile  mulch 
too  high  or  around  the 
base  of  the  plant’s  stem 
or  trunk. 

We  don’t  want  to  rot  a 
root  crown  or  in  the  case 
of  woody  plants  or  trees 
we  always  want  to  see 
the  natural  flare  of  the 
trunk.  We  do  not  want 
to  see  what  looks  like  a 
telephone  pole  sticking 
out  of  the  ground. 

Remove  the  suck¬ 
ers  from  the  base  and 
branches  of  sucker 
prone  trees.  Suckers  will 
compete  for  resources 
from  the  parent  tree  and 
if  these  trees  are  under 
stress  we  certainly  don’t 
want  to  add  insult  to  inju¬ 
ry.  Suckers  are  unsightly

but  they  are  also  com¬ 
petition.  Crabapples 
are  most  notable  in  this 
regard! 

And,  finally,  get  those 
summer  weeds  under 
control.  Controlling 
weeds  now  and  prevent¬ 
ing  flowering  and  seed 
production  will  go  far 
in  overall  weed  manage¬ 
ment.  Prevent  late  sum¬ 
mer  seeding  and  you  pre¬ 
vent  next  year’s  annual 
weed  crop. 

If  nothing  else,  dead¬ 
head  anything  about  to 
set  seed;  pull  the  easy 
stuff  after  a  rain;  and  use 
spot  treatments  of  a  total 
kill  herbicide  to  kill  your 
hard  to  control  perennial 
weeds  like  poke  and  dan¬ 
delion  if  you  must. 

Many  late  summer 
perennial  weeds  are 
most  effectively  con¬ 
trolled  during  their  fall 
growth  cycle  because 
they  are  trying  to  store 
energy  before  winter. 
This  means  they  will 
take  in  the  herbicide 
more  efficiently. 

For  continued  control 
you  can  use  corn  gluten 
pre-emergent  products 
to  safely  prevent  weed 
seed  from  germinating. 
The  corn  gluten  prod¬ 
ucts  also  provide  small 
amounts  of  nitrogen 
which  will  benefit  the 
desirable  plants  in  the 
garden.

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Flinging  our  cares  away 


When  we  moved  to 
Florida  from  California 
23  years  ago,  we  did  so 
with  only  the  things  we 
could  fit  into  two  vehi¬ 
cles. 

That  meant  getting 
rid  of  15  years’  worth 
of  possessions  to  start 
over,  which  was  both 
sad  and  exciting. 

I  especially  hated 
parting  with  the  coffee 
table  my  husband  had 
accidentally  autographed. 

He  tends  to  write  hard  and  had  been  signing 
checks.  After  that,  at  a  certain  angle  you  could  see 
a  half-dozen  “Barry  Kennedy”  indentations  in  the 
table  top. 

However,  since  we  were  moving  into  my  late  in¬ 
laws’  fully  furnished  house  in  Florida,  we  didn’t 
need  to  bring  any  of  our  things,  like  a  personally 
autographed  coffee  table. 

When  we  got  to  Florida,  I  took  a  mental  inventory 
and  was  —  how  can  I  say  this  kindly?  Let’s  just  say,  I 
and  my  mother-in-law,  a  lovely  Italian  lady  from  New 
York  and  of  another  long,  long  ago  generation,  had 
different  tastes  in  decor. 

And  she  liked  lots  of  it. 

At  first  my  husband  said  we  shouldn’t  change  any¬ 
thing.  But  I  just  had  too.  So,  I  devised  a  plan  to  take 
things  off  the  walls  and  table  tops  a  little  at  a  time 
and  stow  them  in  boxes  in  the  garage. 

Eventually,  Barry  caught  on  to  what  I  was  doing, 
and  eventually  he  saw  that  “less  is  more”  was  actu¬ 
ally  a  good  thing. 


However,  boxing  up  his  mother’s  stuff  was  one 
thing,  while  throwing  it  out  was  another.  So,  we 
tripped  over  boxes  for  a  few  months  until  Barry 
reached  a  point  where  he  realized  it  was  time  to  toss 
it. 

That’s  when  we  discovered  the  county  landfill, 
which,  at  that  time,  was  a  giant  hole  in  the  center 
of  the  county.  Every  Saturday  we  would  load  up 
the  truck  and  fling  Elvis  plates  and  plastic  canvas 
needlepoint  butterflies  into  the  open  pit  and  watch 
seagulls  scatter. 

My  girls  still  recall  with  fondness  those  Saturdays 
at  the  dump  with  their  dad. 

I  like  stuff  but  at  this  stage  in  my  life  I  like  getting 
rid  of  it  even  better.  Clutter  makes  me  extremely 
agitated  inside. 

But  some  people  can’t  get  rid  of  stuff.  They’re  on 
TV  all  the  time,  “extreme  hoarders.,”  keeping  every 
newspaper,  every  empty  plastic  margarine  tub,  every 
piece  of  junk  mail,  every  birthday  card  —  everything 
that  they  touch  or  touches  them. 

One  man  couldn’t  pass  up  a  thrift  store.  He  owned 
about  2,000  golf  clubs,  although  he  never  played,  and 
he  spent  $200  a  month  for  a  storage  unit  just  to  house 
them. 

His  hoarding  embarrassed  his  children,  and  his 
wife  nearly  left  him.  It  was  the  thought  of  losing  his 
family  that  caused  him  to  eventually  confront  his 
problem. 

The  TV  cameras  documented  his  agonizing  strug¬ 
gle  to  throw  out  just  one  thing.  But  once  he  did, 
everything  about  him  changed  —  and  then  he  threw 
out  another  thing  and  another. 

Exhilarated,  he  became  a  new  man,  saying,  “I 
don’t  know  why  I  didn’t  do  this  sooner!”  Everybody 
clapped. 


I  think  many,  maybe  most,  of  us  are  hoarders.  Not 
stuff  like  golf  clubs  or  plastic  tubs,  but  we  hold  onto 
guilt  and  shame  and  painful  memories  and  our  life 
strategies  that  no  longer  work. 

In  Billy  Graham’s  devotional  book,  “Hope  for  Each 
Day,”  one  of  the  entries  urges:  “Unload  your  dis¬ 
tress,”  which  Graham  said  is  the  French  translation 
of  the  Apostle  Peter’s  directive  to  “Cast  all  your  cares 
upon  (God),  for  he  cares  for  you”  (1  Peter  5:7). 

Graham  likened  it  to  a  trash  truck  emptying  its 
load.  The  truck  is  useless  if  it  carries  its  load  of 
trash  forever.  He  went  on  to  write  that  likewise,  we 
were  never  meant  to  be  crushed  under  the  weight  of 
our  cares. 

But  we  are  crushed.  We  carry  stuff  around  that 
clutters  the  mind,  weighs  the  soul  and  burdens  the 
heart,  kills  us  under  its  weight.  It’s  like  living  in  a 
hoarder’s  house.  It  makes  us  agitated  and  fretful.  We 
suffocate,  yet  are  often  too  fearful  and  unwilling  to 
let  go  because  we  can’t  imagine  a  life  that’s  better, 
even  better  than  our  current  unbearable  pain. 

Graham  posed  the  question:  If  God  loved  you 
enough  to  bear  your  sin  upon  his  own  shoulders, 
can’t  those  same  shoulders  be  trusted  to  bear  the 
burden  of  lesser  things? 

The  answer  is,  of  course  they  can.  When  we  give 
God  our  cares,  he  takes  them  and  bears  them  —  all 
of  them,  flinging  them  like  junk  into  the  pit  at  the 
dump.  And  we  are  left  exhilarated,  unfettered,  free  — 
and  wondering  why  we  hadn’t  done  it  sooner.

3M  plant  celebrating  45th  anniversary  in  Cynthiana 


3M  is  celebrating  45  years  of 
manufacturing  in  Cynthiana. 
In  1969,  3M  moved  its  first 
production  equipment  into  a 
small  tobacco  warehouse  on 
Church  Street,  close  to  the 
current  plant  location.  Later 
that  year,  3M  purchased  52 
acres  and  began  construction 
on  the  current  plant  on  New 
Lair  Road. 

The  site  started  out  with  13 
3M  employees  and  their  fami¬ 
lies  that  moved  to  Cynthiana 
along  with  approximately  30 
people  hired  to  begin  making 
copiers  for  the  Duplicating 
Products  Division  of  3M.  It  has 
been  a  long  path  from  copiers 
to  Post-it™  Notes  and  packag¬ 
ing  tape,  but  the  local  site  is 
celebrating  all  who  played  a 
role  in  making  the  Cynthiana 
Plant  one  of  3M’s  best  plants, 
ranked  number  one  in  Supply 
Chain  and  Productivity  for 
2013. 

“We’ve  not  only  been  a 
viable  manufacturer  for  45 
years  in  Cynthiana,  but  we 


continue  to  expand  and  grow 
our  operations,”  said  plant 
manager  Colleen  Emery.  “We 
started  with  about  40  employ¬ 
ees  making  copiers,  and  now 
we  employ  over  500  from  the 
Central  Bluegrass  area.  We 
have  a  lot  of  people  to  thank 
for  their  support  over  the 
years,  but  most  importantly 
all  of  our  retirees  and  current 
employees.” 

3M  has  continued  to  evolve 
and  grow  over  the  years.  Hard 
goods  and  manual  operations 
were  replaced  with  more 
sophisticated  processes.  As 
copier  manufacturing  slowed, 
the  site  looked  for  additional 
operations.  Repositionable 
notes  was  a  new  product  line 
that  was  just  being  introduced. 
The  Post-it™  Note  business 
began  to  grow  and  Cynthiana 
was  chosen  as  the  site  for  this 
new  product.  Cynthiana  was 
chosen  to  become  a  manufac¬ 
turing  site  for  tape  and  first 
produced  tape  products  in 
1989. 


3M  Cynthiana  has  become 
known  as  manufacturer 
of  both  Post-it™  Notes  and 
Scotch™  Packaging  Tape  as 
the  products  grew  in  popular¬ 
ity.  The  diversity  of  products 
continued  to  grow  when  prod¬ 
uct  line  extensions  were  intro¬ 
duced,  such  as  Easel,  Greener 
Notes,  and  Supersticky  for 
the  repositionable  notes  line 
and  retail  tapes,  Sure  Start, 
and  Greener  Tape  were  added 
to  the  tape  product  line.  The 
plant  has  more  than  doubled 
in  size  since  it  was  purchased 
by  3M. 

Emery  credits  much  of  the 
plant’s  success  to  the  employ¬ 
ees.  “Today  our  employees  rise 
to  meet  every  challenge  and 
do  whatever  it  takes  to  meet 
the  needs  of  our  customers. 
We  also  have  successful  part¬ 
nerships  with  local  contrac¬ 
tors  and  businesses  that  have 
spanned  several  decades.  All 
of  this  has  contributed  to  the 
success  of  3M.” 

Cynthiana’s  first  plant  man¬ 


ager,  Tom  Boland,  came  here  to 
start  the  new  plant.After  serv¬ 
ing  20  years  as  plant  manager, 
he  still  remains  in  Cynthiana. 
The  same  holds  true  for  many 
of  the  first  families  that  trans¬ 
ferred  to  3M  in  that  first  year 
of  1969.  “It  is  a  great  place  to 
live  and  many  3M  employees 
transferred  to  Cynthiana  dur¬ 
ing  their  careers  and  chose  to 
stay.  It  is  a  great  small  town 
with  an  interesting  history. 
Many  find  it  enjoyable  and 
hard  to  leave,”  said  Emery.

Motorist  alert:  Fall  harvest  increases  number  of  slow-moving  vehicles  on  rural  roadways 


As  harvest  season  gets  under¬ 
way  across  Kentucky,  there  is 
an  increased  likelihood  that 
drivers  will  more  frequently 
encounter  slow-moving  farm 
equipment  on  the  roadways. 
The  staff  of  Kentucky  Farm 
Bureau  urges  motorists  to  slow 
down  and  share  the  road  this 
fall,  especially  in  celebration 
of  National  Farm  Safety  and 
Health  Week,  Sept.  21-27. 

During  this  time  of  year 
farmers  often  need  to  move 
equipment  from  one  field  to 


another,  but  sometimes  those 
transitions  require  their 
machinery  to  travel  down  or 
across  public  roads.  When 
slow-moving  vehicles  enter 
areas  normally  traversed  by 
fast-moving  cars  and  trucks, 
accidents  can  occur.  According 
to  statistics  from  the  Kentucky 
State  Police,  there  were  210 
collisions  involving  tractors 
and  other  farm  equipment  on 
Kentucky  roadways  in  2013.  Of 
those  collisions,  54  injuries  and 
four  fatalities  resulted  and  the 


majority  of  the  accidents  (40 
percent)  were  labeled  by  state 
police  as  the  result  of  “inat¬ 
tention”  -  further  proof  that 
increased  caution  during  har¬ 
vest  season  is  needed  to  prevent 
tragedy 

In  an  effort  to  help  prevent 
accidents  with  slow-moving 
farm  equipment  this  fall, 
Kentucky  Farm  Bureau  offers 
the  following  suggestions  for 
both  motorists  and  farmers. 
While  each  roadway  encounter 
is  unique,  a  general  sense  of 


awareness  and  caution  goes  a 
long  way  in  keeping  everyone 
safe  and  preventing  tragedy. 

Tips  for  motorists: 

•  Slow  down  and  pay  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  road. 

•  Watch  for  road  signs. 

•  Don’t  assume  the  farmer 
knows  you  are  there. 

•  Keep  your  distance  when 
following  farm  equipment. 

•  Use  extreme  caution  when 
passing. 

•  Be  patient  with  the  farmer. 
Tips  for  farmers: 


•  Make  sure  the  slow-moving 
vehicle  sign  is  visible. 

•  Never  post  a  slow-moving 
vehicle  sign  on  a  mailbox  or 
fence  post. 

•  Keep  flashing  lights  on. 

•  Stay  to  the  right. 

•  Make  intentions  to  turn 
well-known. 

•  Avoid  encouraging  a  motor¬ 
ist  to  pass. 

•  When  it  is  safe,  pull  over  to 
allow  traffic  to  pass. 


BBB  warns  of  persistent  phone  scam  using  IRS  name 


Better  Business 
Bureau®  serving  Central 
and  Eastern  Kentucky 
has  received  dozens  of 
reports  from  consumers 
this  week  who  received 
scam  phone  calls  from 
persons  alleging  to  be 
officers  with  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  (IRS). 

A  majority  of  the 
calls  are  hitting  the 
Georgetown  - Scott 
County  area,  but  not 
exclusively.  The  calls  are 
automated  messages  left 
for  consumers  on  their 
voice  mails  or  answer¬ 
ing  machines.  The  call¬ 
er  gives  some  official 
sounding  title  (“Officer” 
Smith)  with  the  IRS  and 
states  that  the  call  is  in 
regard  to  a  “serious  legal 
matter”  and  that  action 
will  be  taken  unless  the 
consumer  returns  the 
call.  The  caller  leaves 


Calls  threaten  “legal 
action,  ”  “arrest” 

a  phone  number  with  a 
“202”  area  code,  which 
is  the  area  code  for 
Washington  D.C.,  in  an 
effort  to  add  credibility 
to  the  scam. 

“These  callers  can 
sound  convincing  when 
they  call.  They  may 
know  a  lot  about  you,  and 
they  alter  the  caller  ID 
to  make  it  look  like  the 
IRS  is  calling,”  said  Jack 
Frank,  BBB  President 
and  CEO.  “They  use 
fake  names  and  bogus 
IRS  identification  badge 
numbers.  If  you  don’t 
answer,  they  often  leave 
an  urgent  callback 
request.  BBB  urges  con¬ 
sumers  to  ignore  these 
calls.” 


Victims  of  this  scam 
around  the  country  fell 
for  claims  that  they  owed 
“back  taxes”  or  “penal¬ 
ties”  for  late  payments, 
and  were  tricked  into 
buying  pre-paid  debit 
cards  (such  as  Green  Dot 
Moneypak  cards)  to  pay 
the  “fine”  to  avoid  arrest. 
The  money  is  unrecover¬ 
able. 

IRS  officials  warn  on 
their  website  that  they 
do  NOT  do  business  in 
this  manner.  They  offer 
these  five  signs  of  a  scam 
using  the  IRS  name.  The 
IRS  will  never: 

•  Call  you  about  taxes 
you  owe  without  first 
mailing  you  an  official 
notice. 

•  Demand  that  you  pay 
taxes  without  giving 
you  the  opportunity  to 
question  or  appeal  the 
amount  they  say  you 


owe. 

•  Require  you  to  use  a 
specific  payment  method 
for  your  taxes,  such  as  a 
prepaid  debit  card. 

•  Ask  for  credit  or  debit 
card  numbers  over  the 
phone. 

•  Threaten  to  bring  in 
local  police  or  other  law 
enforcement  to  arrest 
you  for  not  paying. 

The  IRS  urges  anyone 
with  questions  about 
any  taxes  they  may  owe 
to  call  them  at  1-800- 
829-1040.  The  IRS  also 
reminds  taxpayers  that 
they  do  not  use  unsolic¬ 
ited  email,  text  messages 
or  any  social  media  to 
discuss  your  personal 
tax  issues.

TAX  ON  ABANDONED  PROPERTY 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  of  Berry  that  all  property  listed  as  abandoned  with  the  PVA  shall 
be  subject  to  the  following  penalty  tax  rates  in  addition  to  fines  set  forth  in  other 
ordinances: 

1 .  Year  One  Tax  Rate  is  .40 

2.  Year  Two  Tax  Rate  is  .60 

3.  Year  Three  Tax  Rate  is  .80 

4.  Year  Four  Tax  Rate  Doubles  to  1 .60 

5.  Tax  Rate  Doubles  each  Succeeding  year. 

Any  property  owner  on  the  list  may  request  removal  once  repairs  are  made  and  the  City 
Council  inspects  the  property.  The  results  of  the  inspection  will  be  mailed  to  the  property 
owner.  The  property  will  be  evaluated  on  a  pass  or  fail  basis  with  suggestions  as  required. 
Majority  vote  will  be  required  for  the  property  to  be  removed  from  the  Abandoned  Property 
list. 

At  the  time  said  property  is  removed  from  the  Abandoned  Property  list,  the  tax  rate  will 
revert  back  to  the  current  rate  at  that  time. 

This  ordinance  shall  go  into  effect  upon  its  passage  by  the  City  Commissioners  at  their 
Regular  Meeting.

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  general  support  of  the  government  of  the

ORDINANCE  NO.  283,  SERIES  2014 

AN  ORDINANCE  OF  HARRISON  COUNTY,  KENTUCKY  AMENDING 
ORDINANCE  NO.  212,  SERIES  2005  AND  ORDINANCE  NO.  254,  SERIES 
2011,  RELATING  TO  THE  DECLARATION,  ABATEMENT  AND 
PREVENTION  OF  NUISANCE  AND  NOISE  WITHIN  THE  JURISDICTION 
OF  HARRISON  COUNTY,  KENTUCKY. 

WHEREAS,  KRS  381.77(4)  declares  certain  acts  relating  to  public  nuisance  unlawful 
and  authorizes  local  governments  to  enact  ordinances  to  enforce  said  statute;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Harrison  County  Fiscal  Court  is  desirous  of  implementing  said 
enforcement  mechanisms  relating  to  noise  nuisance; 

WHEREAS,  the  Harrison  County  Fiscal  Court  further  wishes  to  amend  the  enforcement 

mechanism  to  allow  the  Cvnthiana-Harrison  County-Berry  Joint  Planning  Sc  Zoning  Commission 

staff  to  have  enforcement  powers  over  nuisances. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ORDAINED  by  the  Harrison  County  Fiscal  Court  as 
follows: 


SECTION  1;  DEFINITIONS, 


For  the  purpose  of  this  chapter,  the  following  definitions  shall  apply  unless  the  context 
clearly  indicates  or  requires  a  different  meaning. 

“Automobile  Parts”.  Any  portion  or  parts  of  any  motor-driven  vehicle  as  detached  from 
the  vehicle  as  a  whole. 

“Dwelling".  Any  part  of  any  building  or  its  premises  used  as  a  place  of  residence  or 
habitation  or  for  sleeping  by  any  person. 

“Inoperative  Condition".  Unable  to  move  under  its  own  power  due  to  defective  or 
missing  parts,  and  which  has  remained  in  such  condition  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  ten  (10) 
consecutive  days. 

“Motor  Vehicle”.  Any  style  or  type  of  motor-driven  vehicle  used  for  the  conveyance 
of  persons  or  property. 

“Nuisance”.  Public  nuisance-that  activity  which  arises  from  unreasonable,  unwarranted 
or  unlawful  use  by  a  person  of  his  own  property  or  property  under  his  control,  working 
obstruction  or  injury  to  the  public,  and  producing  such  material  annoyance  and  discomfort  that 
the  law  will  presume  resulting  damage. 

County  shall  have  a  lien  against  the  property  for  the  reasonable  value  of  labor  and  materials  used 
in  removing/abating  the  nuisance.  The  affidavit  of  the  County  Attorney  shall  constitute  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  amount  of  the  lien  and  the  regularity  of  the  proceedings  pursuant  to  KRS 
381.770  and  this  section,  and  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Office  of  the  County  Clerk.  The  lien  shall 
be  notice  to  all  persons  from  the  time  of  its  recording  and  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate 
established  by  the  County  thereafter  until  paid.  The  lien  created  shall  take  precedence  over  all 
other  subsequent  liens,  except  state,  county,  city  and  school  board  taxes,  and  may  be  enforced  by 
judicial  proceeding.  In  addition  to  this  remedy  or  any  other  remedy  authorized  by  law,  the  owner 
of  a  property  upon  which  a  lien  has  been  attached  pursuant  to  this  Section  shall  be  personally 
liable  for  the  amount  of  the  lien,  including  all  interest,  civil  penalties,  and  other  charges;  and  the 
County  may  bring  a  civil  action  against  the  owner  and  shall  have  the  same  remedies  as  provided 
for  the  recovery  of  a  debt  owed. 

SECTION  5.  NUISANCE  CREATED  BY  OTHERS. 


For  the  purpose  of  this  chapter,  it  shall  not  be  essential  that  the  nuisance  be  created  or 
contributed  to  by  the  owner,  occupant,  or  person  having  control  or  management  of  the  premises, 
but  merely  that  the  nuisance  be  created  or  contributed  to  by  licensees,  invitees,  guests,  or  other 
persons  for  whose  conduct  the  owner  or  operator  is  responsible,  or  by  persons  for  whose  conduct 
the  owner  or  operator  is  not  responsible,  but  by  the  exercise  of  reasonable  care  ought  to  have 
become  aware  of. 


SECTION  6 ■  PENALTY, 


Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  chapter  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall 
be  fined  no  less  than  $25.00  and  not  more  than  $500.00  for  each  offense.  Each  day’s  continued 
violation  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense.

1.  Customary  accessory  buildings  and  uses,  including  operations  required  to  maintain 
or  support  any  use  permitted  in  this  zone  on  the  same  lot  as  the  permitted  use,  such 
as  maintenance  shops,  power  plants,  and  machine  shops 

2.  Fences  and  walls  as  regulated  by  Article  13;  Fences  and  Walls,  of  this  Ordinance 

3.  Signs,  as  regulated  by  Article  14;  Signs,  of  this  Ordinance

WHEREAS,  the  City  Commission  has  fully  considered  the  proposed  text 
amendments  and  the  findings  of  fact,  conclusions  of  law  and  recommendation  of  the 
Cynthiana-Harrison  County  Berry  Joint  Planning  and  Zoning  Commission  and  desires  to 
adopt  the  recommended  text  amendments, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY  COMMISSION  OF

symbol,  or  combination  shall  be  accomplished  within  two  (2)  seconds 
and  occur  simultaneously.  Once  changed,  the  symbol  or  image  shall 
remain  static  until  the  next  change. 


a.  Cafeterias 

b.  Coffee  shops  or  refreshment  stands 

C .  Soda  or  dairy  bars. 

d .  Day  Care  Centers. 


D.  H+  j  AREA  AND  HEIGHT  REGULATIONS: 

1.  Minimum  Tract  for  Industrial  Development  -  Five  (5)  acres,  except  where  area 
restrictions  are  less,  as  identified  in  the  adopted  comprehensive  plan;  however, 
development  of  a  smaller  tract  adjacent  to  an  existing  approved  site  may  be 
permitted  providing  the  proposed  development  conforms  to  and  extends  the
